PARIS, Apri] 22—After the first 
Cabinet meeting on the present 
monetary situation, Finance Minis- 
Georges Bonnet said thé Gov-| 
jeryment hoped “all countries will

Former Premier Herriot, who ar- 

rives in New York tomofrow, was 
sent néw instructions and was told 
to inquire immedigtely of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt as to his intentions 
in-taking the United States off the 
roj4 standard. He was told to ask 
Whether the action was temporary 
or the begi of a definite 
poliey toward devalorization. 

It was said the Cabinet surveyed 
the situation without alarm and de- 
cided to urge the speediest possible 
meeting of the world economic con- 
ference. 

“All experts have unceasingly 
proclaimed that monetary instabil- 
ity is one of the primary causes of 
the crisis," Bonnet said. 

“One of the principal objects of 
the world economic conference has 
been to remedy that. Consequently 
France’s position is clear and she 
hopes that all countries will re- 
turn to the gold standard as soon 
as possible, 

“T do not need to add that there 
can be no question for a single 
instant of our renouncing it.” 

Government experts, it was 
learned, believe that the dollar will 
approach par and consider it un- 
mecessary at present to impose an 
exchange tax or tariff measures 
against a possible “invasion” of 
American goods. 

Bonnet reported fully on the dol- 
lar situation to the Cabinet and 
discussed its effects on France.

MACON HANDLES WELL 
ON TTS FIRST FLIGHT 


Navy’s New Airship Likely to 
Take Off Tomorrow for 
Second Test. 


By the Associated Press. 

AKRON, O., April 22. — The 

Navy's new airship, the Macon, sis- 
ter ship of the ill-fated Akron, was 
returned to its dock last night af- 
ter a cruise of 13 hours on its firat 
teat flight. 
The dirigible probably will re- 
ceive its second test tomorrow if 
weather conditiong are favorable. 
The cruising radius, held to within 
50 miles of Akron on the flight yea- 
terday, probably will be enlarged, 
although Capt, Alger H. Dresel de- 
clined, as usual, to outline an itin- 
erary. Unofficially, however, it was 
said the Macon might head toward 
Detroit. 

“The ship handled well,” Dresel 
said after yesterday's flight. 

Dr. Karl Arnstein, chief designer 
ef both the Akron and the Macon, 
and F, M. Harpham, vice-president 
of the Goodyear-Zeppelin Corpora- 
tion which built both ships, were 
lesa restrained, 

“The maiden flight of the Macon 
was a complete success,” said Dr, 
Arnstein. “The ship performed 
better than we could have hoped 
for,” 

“The day's tests were even more 
successful than had been hoped,” 
Harpham said, 

Rear Admiral George Day, chief 
of the naval board of inspection 
which must approve the Macon be- 
fore it will be accepted by the 
Navy, said trials indicate 
the ship probably should meet her 
contract speed”-—84 miles an hour,

URGES INSURANCE 
AGAINST DEPRESSIONS 


Solomon S. Huebner Ad- 
dressés Life Underwriters’ 
Meeting Here. 


Dr. 


Dr. Solomon S. Huebner, head of 
the Wharton School of Finance of 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
speaking last night at the St. Louis 
University Gymnasium, advocated 
insurance against future depres- 
sions. He addressed an open 
meeting sponsored by the Life Un- 
derwriters’ Association of St. Louis. 

“Depression periods have become 
the habit of each generation,” Dr. 
Huebner declared. “Records show 


that the depression through which 
we have just passed has wiped out 
approximately one-fifth of the 
estates created in the United States, 
and that approximately one-half of 
the estates remaining have been 
cut in half in valuation. 

“Life insurance is the sole means 
of protection against hazards of 
this kind, since insurance repre- 
sents the accumulation of the fat, 
or the investment fund, during the 
prosperous years, which provides a 
supply of money that may be, 
tapped in the lean, or depression 
years.” 

Two types of unemployment in- 
surance are needed, Dr. Huebner 
said, one to protect 15,000,000 stock- 
holders in the United States, so that 
dividends may be paid in depres- 
sion periods, the other to protect 
wage earners. Such funds can be 
built up, he said, by the employers 
and the workers setting aside 6 per 
cent of the wage fund for use in 
emergencies. 

The meeting closed the Financial 
Independence Week program of the 
association. It was preceded by a 
sales conference yesterday at Hotel 
Statler. 

Charles G. Thompson, of Seattle, 
Wash., president of the National 
Association of Life Underwriters, 
was one of the conference speak- 
ers. He said insurance companies, 
in the past threé years, have paid 
out $3,500,000,000, the total being 
more than that paid out by” the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 

The United States, .Thompson 
said, with one-sixteenth of the 
world’s population, has. twice as 
much life insurance as the rest of 
the world. Canada, with $640 per 
capita in insurance, is the only 
country which approaches the 
United States rate of $850 per cap- 
ita, he said.

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SISTER EXONERATED 
IN BROTHER'S DEATH 


Accident Verdict Given at In- 
guest Into Stabbing of 
Willis Francis Carl. 


A Coroner’s verdict of accident 
was returned _yesterday in the 
death of Willis Francis Carl, 18 
year-old East St. Louis High 
School football star who was stab- 
bed to death with a butcher knife 
Monday during.a quarrel with his 
sister, Miss Loretta Carl, 23. 

Miss Carl, winner of a beauty 
contest conducted by “East St. 


Louis merchants in 1926, testified 
at the inquest, repeating the story 
she had previously to!d police. Her 
mother and father, Mr. and Mrs. 
Willis Frederick Carl, corroborated. 
her testimony. They were present 
in the kitchen of the family home 
at 3029 North Park drive when 
their son was stabbed. 

Miss Carl said she and her 
brother, whom she called “Buddy,” 
had quarreled because he was go- 
ing to a dance ana refused to move 
some furniture for her. In retalia- 
tion she started to burn some neck- 
ties she had given him as presents. 

“Buddy” seized my hair, struck 
me six or seven times and. kicked 
my legs,” she testified. She showea 
the jury bruises. “I was backing 
away and Dad stepped between us. 
Buddy struck him and knocked 
him away. Buddy came at me 
again. 

“He grabbed for a butcher knife 
on the kitchen table. I beat him to 
the knife to keep him from cutting 
me. As.I grabbed it I fell back- 
ward on the floor and Buddy fell on 
top of me. I didn't know I stabbed 
him and didn’t know he was hurt. 
I don’t know what happened to the 
knife after that.” 

Leaving the witness stand, Miss 
Carl re-enacted the scuffle, striking 
her attorney, Dan McGlynn, to 
ea how her brother had beaten 

er. 

Carl died on the operating table 
at St. Mary’s Huspital. Dr. John 
Soucy, Deputy Coroner, who con- 
ducted the inquest at the Kurrus 
undertaking establishment, 2525 
State street, said the blade had en- 
tered the small of Carl’s back, 
piercing a kidney.

Taxes levied by the road districts on farms and 
homes were paying for roads built by those districts, 
many of which were taken into the State system. 

Although the legal] position of the various classes 
of creditors may have to be decided by the courts, the 
rights asserted by each group are clear. The holders 
of the road district bonds still assert they have a 
lien on the land; the State highway bondholders as- 
sert a similar lien on the gasoline tax revenues, 

When,a default became inevitable, it seems the 
State should have consulted with its creditors in an 
effort to reach an adjustment equitable to all classes. 
There was an attémpt by the State officials to nego- 
tiate with bondholders, but they were hainpered by 
having to deal with an uncertain Legislature. The 
result was disagreement and then hasty action by the 
Legislature which the bondholders have called ar- 
bitrary. 

It would have been better if the State administra- 
tion and the Legislature had set up an impartial 
commission, composed of the highest type of citizens, 
not motivated by partisan political considerations, to 
confer with the bondholders. Such a commission 
could study the problem and work out a plan just and 
equitable to the taxpayers and the security holders, 
taking into consideration the priorities which had 
previously been set up as_inducements for the sale of 
the securities. By this means, the State might have 
obtained a fair reduction of interest charges to the 
amount it was able to pay, without jeopardizing its 
credit, based on faithful performance of its promises 
to pay. It can still do so. 

The need to reduce interest charges is pressing 
upon many governmental units. In view of the re- 
duced cost of living and wages of capital, a reason- 
able reduction may be possible without bringing the 
return relatively lower than it was when the debt 
was incurred.

Just why American history has a galaxy of its 
major events in April is a question for the astrolo- 
gers to ponder.

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THE NEXT OLYMPIC GAMES. 

Whether the Olympic games are held in Berlin in 
1936, as scheduled, depends on Germany. Should 
Hitler still be Chancellor and performing as at pres- 
ent, the great quadrennial sports meét will, it may be 
predicted, be either canceled or transferred to an- 
other country. For the world of sports, without 
mentioning the hateful word boycott, has registered 
its protest against the unfairness of the Hitler Gov- 
ernment in disqualifying Germany’s best tennis play- 
er, Dr. Prenn, as a German contendér in the Davis 
Cup matches because he is a Jew.

It has elicited a state- 
ment from the chairman of Germany’s Olympic Com- 
mittee, denying race discrimination in the Reich, a 
statement with which the proscription of Dr. Prenn is 
not reconcilable. 

The Olympic games, as they have developed in this 
second incarnation, are open to the nations of the 
earth, regardless of race, creed or color. To mar 
such a pageantry of athletics and democracy with the 
stigma of racial bigotry were to blast it off the cal- 
endar. No people could, in self-respect, participate in 
such a tainted travesty. 

And what would the old Greeks think who started 
it all? For all their attainments, they may have 
been politically provincial, they may have known lit- 
tle about the art of tolerance, they surely hated well, 
but it was a tribal, impersenal hatred. Certainly, the 
Greeks of the great days of the Olympic games would 
have been dumfounded to hear that Zeno wold not 
be permitted to fling the discus because he was a Jew.

TROOPS NEEDED — 
IN MANCHURIA 


Announcement Made That 
Tokio Will Not Extend 
Territory of Manchukuo 
- Southward. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, April 22.—The war office 


announced today that Japanese 
troops have been ordered to cease 
their attacks on Chinese troops 


south of the great wall of China 
and to cease their pursuit of the 
Chinese. 

The campaign south of the wall, 
it said, has won all objectives—the 
termination of Chinese pressure on 
the southern boundary of J ehol 
- province and the pushing of the 
Chinese beyond artillery range of 
the wall. The campaign began of- 
ficially April 10, more than a month 
after the seizure of Jehol. 

A war office spokesman said the 
Chinese have been expelled entire- 
ly from the district east of the 
Lwan River and also from a zone 
extending an average depth of 10 
miles below the wall west of thé 
Lwan River as far as the Miyun 
area. 

Extent of Occupied Area. 

The triangular area east of the 
river, which cuts through the wall, 
extends nearly 100 miles to the sea, 
and about 60 miles, at its base, 
along the seacoast. 

The occupied section along the 
wall west of the river extends an- 
other 100 miles inland. 

(A Shanghai dispatch said Jap- 
anese and -Manchukuan officials 
have established an independent 
state in the triangular area.) 

Recent air bombings are thought 
to have scattered Chinese concen- 
trations at Miyun, 35 miles north- 
east of Peiping, below the Western 
end of the Jehol border. The Jap- 
anese contended these concentra- 
tions were threatening Kupeikow, 
a Great Wall pass 30 miles north of 
Miyun. 

Without seeking Chinese agree- 
ment, the Japanese y intends 
to maintain a neutral zone in this 
area thus cleared, it was stated. 
Any Chinese troops attempting to 
re-enter will be bombed by Japan- 
ese planes. If this fails, infantry 
operations will be renewed. 

The Japanese think the Chinese 
are unlikely to attempt fo reoccupy 
the zone. 

The Japanese intend to hold the 
present lines only a little longer, 
they said, until] there is no likeli- 
hood of Chinese attacks. 

Trouble in Manchukuo. 

The War Office spokesman said 
the Japanese were anxious to re- 
turn a portion of the brigades par- 
ticipating in the Jehol and North 
China campaigns to their former 
stations in North Manchuria, be- 
cause of a revival of banditry and 
in ney against the Manchukuo 
Government. 

The War Office denied that Ja- 
pan was encouraging the reported 
attempt of the Manchurian Gen- 
eral, Ting-Chiang, to establish a 
pro-Manchukuo regime east of the 
Lwan River and declared such 
schemes would be disclosed. 

Japan has no intention of assist- 
ing in the extension of the Man- 
chukuo Government’s authority be- 
yond the Great Wall, it was as- 
serted. 


Since the Japanese offensive south 
of the Great Wall began, there 
were reports that it was not likely 
to halt until it reached Tientsin 
and Peiping.

Display to Be Repeated Tonight When 
Mayor Dickmann Will Award Hoover 
Streamers. 


Once more the Boy Scouts of St. 
Louis took the fun which they have 
whenever they want it in each of 
their 300 troops, massed it together, 
and put it on public view at the 
eleventh annual Boy Scout Circus 


last night at the Arena. And more 
than 12,000 parents and friends 
were on hand to see the boys en- 
joying themselves. 

It was a crowd that came slowly 
and, when the scouts showed one 
of their first qualities to be prompt- 
ness, by beginning exactly at 7:30— 
not a second before or a second 
after—there were still many empty 
seats. But by the time of the grand 
march, when 8000 scouts had cov- 
ered the floor, an almost equal 
number of late-comers had crowd- 
ed in, filling all gaps. 

Those who came late missed one 
of the best displays of energy. As 
the loud speaker boomed, “Here 
come the Cubs,” 800 blue and gold 
uniforms poured out of the en- 
trances, like pop corn when the 
bag is spilled. They raced to their 
alloted places and, fully cognizant 
that they were being watched, set 
about playing leap frog, tag, Jerusa- 
lem, fly sheep fly, or.any other 
game one could think of. 

Cubs Go te Mothers. 

With the cubs finished and 
ready to go up to mothers in the 
stands, the circus was ready to be- 
gin in full swing. And in St. Louis 
where scout circuses are the larg- 
est in the country, that has some 
implications. 

The grand march began. The 
drummers in the lead, then the 
buglers, echoing the beat of the 
drums in their shuffling feet. Then, 
as the lights went low, a phalanx 
of American flags, borne by 350 
scouts, moved on, leading the en- 
tire array of scouts in columns of 
eight. There were the usual specu- 
lations on whether the floor would 
hold the seemingly endless chain of 
boys.

— Joseph 
Turnbull Kilgour, who was the 
youngest member of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange in 1897, made a 
fortune in the market and lost it 
and then went on the stage to 
achieve international fame for his 
portrayals of villainous millionaires, 
died yesterday at the age of 69. He 
had been ill for several months and 
had lived for the last two years at 
a home for indigent actors on Long 
Island. 

One of Kilgour’s best known roles 
was his characterization of Willard 
Brocton, the Wall street man, in 
Eugene Walter’s play, “The Easiest 
Way.” He appeared in sevéral pro- 
ductions with Minnie Maddern 
Fiske, Henrietta Crossman and 
‘Mrs. Leslie Carter. One of his last 
engagements was in the Theatre 
Guild production of “Wings Over 
Europe.” 

Kilgour was born in Ayr, Ont., 
while his father was building a rail- 
road between Toronto and Sst. 
Thomas. Mrs. Kilgour, who was 
known to the show world as 
“angel,” died in California in 1929.

50,000 Acres Inundated Along

KENNETT, Mo., April 22.—Filood 

waters of the St. Francis River, 
which have inundated 50,000 acres 
of rich farm land in Missouri and 
Arkansas, were expected to recede 
today. Two breaks on the Arkansas 
side late yesterday sent the waters 
over nearly 40,000 acres in Clay 
County, Arkansas. Ten thousand 
acres on the Missouri side were 
flooded several hours earlier, driv- 
ing 20 families from their homes. 
A second levee stopped the waters. 
Severai men were caught by the 
Clay County levee break and the 
water was waist deep before they 
could reach dry land. One break 
was two miles above the Missouri-
